Dear Ms. Lipton, 

Your open records request was received by the Department of Corrections on September 20, 2018. You 
requested the following: 

''Pursuant to the Kentucl^ Open Records Act, I hereby request the following records: 

•All policies related to the employment and payment of incarcerated persons under the 
jurisdiction of this agency. 

• The most recent report regarding currently-employed incarcerated persons under the 
jurisdiction of the is agency. Please include all available segregable information, 
including the type of employment, the wage at which the employment occurs, and any 
other applicable information. Please do not include any personally identifying 
information. 

• All reports regarding post-incarceration employment for individuals formally under 
jurisdiction of the agency. 

If no such reports exist and if reports with equivalent information also do not exist, 
confirmation of the fact that no data at all exists on this subject will suffice. ” 

Regarding the first item, the Kentucky Department of Corrections has the following policy that appears 
responsive to your request: CPP Chapter 19 Inmate Work Programs; KRS 196.704, which provides 
structure and oversight of PIE by the State Corrections Commission; and KRS 197 (From 197.105 to 
197.150) PIE statutes and that cover prison labor. 

Regarding the second & third items, the Kentucky Department of Corrections maintains no records that 
are responsive to your request. A public agency cannot afford a requester access to a record that it does 
not have or which does not exist. 99-ORD-98. Therefore, the agency discharges its duty under the Open 
Records Act by affirmatively so stating. 04-ORD-43; 99-ORD-150. 
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Pursuant to KRS 61.874(3), the Department of Corrections charges $0.10 per page for copies of records 
plus postage and advance payment is required. The records include 39 pages, for a cost of $3.90, plus 
$5.95 for postage. The total cost to mail you the records will be $9.85. A check or money order for this 
amount should be made payable to the Kentucky State Treasurer and forwarded to my attention at the 
above address.
